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$8 REVOLUTION COMING IN FRANCE? 

Never in the history of_this country, 
writes our English correspondent, 
was such keen interest displayed in 
the affairs of a neighboring nation 
as is shown at the present time in 
the internal politics of France, It is 
very generally believed that a great 
event is imme.iately at hand. For 
two years past, from good motives or 
bad, in the interest of the traditions 
of the army—that is, of the right of 
the army to govern itself without in- 
terference—the French War Office has 
endeavored to stifle all enquiry into 
the sentence passed on Captain 
Dreyfus, on officer accused of selling 
military secrets. For this end it has 
threntened four successive govern- 
ments, has openly bullied courts of 
justice, and if ft has not, as its 
enemies ailege “removed” one of its 
Own trusted officers because he con- 
fessed to forgery, it has provided him 
with the means of committing suicide. 
The main obstacle to its policy is 
Colonel Picquart, an officer formerly 
in the War Office itself, of the highest 
character and complete devotion to his 
profession, who, believing Captain 
Dreyfus to be innocent determined to 
use his knowledge to obtain a revision 
of his tria!. For this treachery to 
itself, as the War Office considered it, 
he has been persecuted with savage 
malignity, has been deprived of his 
appointments, and finally expelled 
from the army. This not proving 
sufficient, an attempt was made to 
rotson his evidence by accusing him 
of having forged one of the documents 
in the Dreyfus case, and of revealing 
military secrets, The contest be- 
tween the military and the civil 
powers is now reaching an acate 
stage, The trial of Colonel Picquart is 
rapidly becoming the turning point of 
the contest, because 
people are embittered against him for, 
as they think “giving them: away;" 
and because the ariny really holds 
that it has a right te contro! its own 
people and its own affairs without 
interference. Genera! Zurlinde:, goy- 
ernor of Paris, {1s master of the sivts- 
tion. He holds the forts and com- 
mands a garrieon of 60,000 men, and 
be could close every depot from which 
people coud obtain weapons, There 
is an idea abroad that tho soldiers 
themselves might refuse to obey, but 
It rests upon no evidence. The 
officers have been weary for months 
of the insults of the press’ and they 
are eager to assert their own predom- 
finance. If the war office orders the 
troops to disperse the Assembly the 
troops would not hesitate, discipline is 
so powerful that the men would un- 
doubtedly comply, and judging from 
the speeches of the Premier and M. de 
Freycinet they think the order may 
yet be given. There are two powers 
in France, as M. Dupuy says, and one 
of them is angry and armed.

Few men have the ability and the op- 


stirring times as has Colonel John Hay, 
who has boou recalled from the court of 
St. James to become secretary of state 
when Judge Day goes to Paris as one of 
the pence commissioners. If the old rule 
of “three times and out’ holde true, Colo- 
nel Hay may complete the term, for he is 
the third man to accept the portfolio with- 
in the year. 

Of course no one can say just what kind 
of a secretary of state Colonel Hay will 
make, but it is assuring to recall that dur- 
ing his busy life he has done many yo 
and done them all well. He brings to 
task a mental equipment such as few men 
possess, for his experience in public and 
private life has been broad and varied. 

His achiovements as poct, historian, #ol- 
dier and diplomat are gonerally well 
known, but a few anecdotes aiid incidents 
will serve to make you better acquainted 
with the man who has been made the 
American premier at a most critical period 
of our naticnal progress. 

Probably the great mass of Americans 
think even now of Colonel Hay as the au- 
thor of ''Pike County Ballads," in which 
he immortalized Illinois dialect and creat- 
ed some dozen or more characters who 
will never dio. When asked once how he 
came to write these ballads, ho said: 

“Oh, they are rough, hurriedly written 
feces, and it is a wonder how they have 
ived, but they are founded on fact, and I 

suppose they touch a chord fh the popular 
hoart. All these ploces were written with- 
in a few wocks, while I was working with 
Whitelaw Reid on the New York Tribune 
in the winter of 1871-2. I had a great 
poetic fever just then, and I sometimes 
wrote two ballads in one evening. I did 
not Keep it up long, however, as I did not 
estimate my work very highly, and I was 
a very busy man and didn’t have much 
time for poetic excursions. 

“I do not think so much of ‘Little 
Breeches,’ but I rather like ‘Jim Bludso,' 
Each of them describes a renl incident, I 
first heard of the original of ‘Little 
Breeches’ in a sermon preached by an old 
fashioned Methodist minister in a coun- 
try church at Warsaw, Ills., while 1 was 
there on a visit to my mother in 1870, 1 
think, The tale impressed moe, and | 
dressed it up in verse, and I suppose it is 
too late to kill it now. 

“‘¢Jim Bludso’ also had a counterpart 
in roal life. His original was an congincer 
named Oliver Fairchild, who plied for

death in 1860 not far from Warsaw justin 
the manner described in the poem:

As for ‘‘Castilian Doys'' and the more 
elegant 3s which wrote in later 
years and on which he bases his literary 
reputation, they are but little known.

About three months ago Mr. Cleveland 
was atopped democratically on a strect 
corner by a young man who introduced 
himself as John Henry Vroom. Young 
Mr. Vroom dl to tell Mr, Cleve- 
land that the latter's farm was just what 
he had been looking for. He told the ex- 
president about his scheme for establish- 
ing a farm achool for poor boys from the 
city. Mr. Cloveland was interested. He 
wanted to hear all about the scheme, and 
Mr. Vroom told him. The result was that 
Mr. Cleveland turned over the farm to the 
young enthusiast and told him to go 
ahead, intimating that he would back hiin 
in the enterprise, 

Well, Mr. Vroom has gone ahead. With- 
out waiting for capital to elaborate his 
plans he has made a beginning with what 
Mr. Cleveland has given him, He has ar- 
ranged for the reception of about a dozen 
boys in the old farmhouse on tho property, 
and work’ has already been begun. In 
time ho expects to build other houses and 
gathor several hundred boys :rom the city 
streots, He hopes to have every foot of 
the 65 acres under a high state of cultiva- 
tion, which will mean that a good many 
idlo hands will be kept out of mischief, 

“Our plan,” says Mr. Vroom, ‘'is not to 
found an asylum, a home or a charitable 
institution of any kypd as charitable in-

stitutions aro generally understood. We 
expect each boy to be esclf sustaining as 
soon aa may he. 

“The organization will not be sectarian. 
Any boy who shows a desire for im- 
provement—Protestant, Catholie or Hin- 
doo—will be admitted. It is our theory 
that good citizens may be made out of 
many boys whom unfavorable environ- 
ment now impels toward badness. We 
want to utilize what might be the waste 
material of society, turning a possible dis- 
grace into an ornament, 

‘*As to actual plans, the boys will not 
bo herded together in one great building. 
We shall build a number of cottages, four 
possibly at the start, each of which will 
accommodate from 10 to 16 boys. In that 
way individuality and a certain degree of 
home life will be preserved. Wherover it 
is possible the boys will have separate 
rooms, Not more than two will occupy 
any apartment. A matron and a man ip 
charge will be assigned to each house. 

Ys boy upon entering the school 
will have an acre of ground adjoining the 
cottage in which he lives. This be will 
consider his own, and upon {t he will raise 
whatever ho plicases, © separate acres 
will radiate froin the house like the epukes 
of a wheel from the hub, Nearest the 
dwelling there will be a flower garden, 
then a tract devoted to vegetables or to 
poultry, whichever the boy wishes to raise, 
anG at the outer circle berry bushes, ‘The 
product of each boy's Httle farin will be 
sold, and he will receive the proceeds. 
With this he will pay # certain percentage 
to the school and keep the balance fur 
bhimectf. 

“There will be a general classroom, of 
course, where English branches will be 
taught I hope ciso to have a carpenter 
shop, a machine shop, a printing house, 
where the boys will edit a paper reporting 
the progress of the school; a photograph 
ing establishment and other branches of

At last London has an underground elec- 
tric railroad. it is not a very long line, 
to bo sure; but, traversing aa it dass «a 
congested district, it has for half a century 
been sorely needed and therefore is highly 
apprectated, It runs from Waterloo sta- 
tion, where the Euglish commuter is sot 
down by various suburban lines, to Man- 
sion House, which ia in the heart of 
iondon'a business district. Horctofore 
this distanve the Londoners have traversed 
by the slow and precarious buses, which 
were often so humerous as to choke the 
Strand for hours ata time. Now the trip 
is made in a very fow minutes. 

The new railway js a mile and a halt 
long. It runs in double steel tubes at

the surface level. It gues underneath the 
Thames, and it was constructed in four 
years, without asingle serious accident. 
The fare is only twopence. 

A writer in the London Sketch, after 
enthusiastically dwelling on the electrical- 
ly lighted, white walled tunnels and sta- 
tions and the easy glide of the train, gocs 
on thus: 

“Waiting by the platform {s an electric 
train, and tho train is nearly tho only 
thing that has to do any waiting, for a 
five minuts service runs all day. All the 
traveler has to do is to pay his twopence 
and taks his seat. The carriages are sormo- 
thing like long tram cars, and not unlike 
the third class dining cars which run on 
the long journeys of the northerly linea. 
They are not expensively upholstered, but 
that probably will ald tho maintenance of 
thelr cleanliness, and each passenger can 
bo sure of a seat to himself, becauso each 
seat is divided from its neighbor by arins, 
The compartments, which in cach train 
are four in number, and which together 
will seat 204 porsons, are brightly lit by 
electricity, and tho traveler will be able to 
read:his paper without focling that ho is 
doing irreparable injury to his cycsignt. 

“Ho will be strengthened in this confl- 
denco by the casy, unvibratory movement 
of thetrain. It glides out of tho etution 
almost imperceptibly, and except for the 
cool draft of air that filters into the car- 
riagos os the train «lips down the incline 
it would be hard with shut eyes to realize 
that one was in a swiftly moving train. 
But tho white painted tunnel is studded 
with electric lights, which rush ewiltly by. 

‘Hardly, however, has this novelty of 
sensation passed away and just as the 
traveler is beginning to think or realize 
that the eilver Thames has flowed over his 
head, when the specd begins to slacken, 
and in a seemingly much shorter space of 
time than the flye minutes which the jour- 
ney has actually takon he finds himself 
ata point that is only 40 steps below the 
Mansion House, It is a delightful sur- 
prise to any one whom the journey from 
the one place to the other has been, as 
Stephenson said of marriage, ‘‘a continual
